What Survivors Say— After the Ad- 
miral's Order, the Collision 
Was luevitablG. 

Admiral Tryon Had No Chance for 
• Life- Me Did Not Leave

Valktta, Multii, July 1. — Notwithstand- 
ing tho tfl'orts tliut lire beini; made here to 
prevent the survivors of tho Viotoria disas- 
ter from giving ioformation coDoerniDR tho 
loss of the vessel, a full story of the oasnalty 
hiia been obtained from trustworthy sources, 
but moat of tho men seen decline to liuvo 
their names published. A sub officer, at- 
tiiehed to the Viatoria, says the fit;et was 
inutKuuvriug, when Vice-Admiral Tryon 
called to the first division to turn sixteen 
points to port, and to the second to turn 
xixteen pqlnts to starboard. The object of 
iliis man.cuxre was to bring the ships in 
position for atichcring. Vioe-Admirnl Try- 
on either for^;ot or niisDooU the distance be- 
tween the two cnluniiis, whioh were six 
cable lengths (:!,U()0 f.et) apart. The lead- 
ing ships having turned towttr<la each otlier 
a circle, the diameter of wliich 
was three ojblo lengths, a col- 
lision was inevitable. Tho Caniperdown 
struck the Victoria on the starboard side, 
midivoy botu-ccu lior catheads and the tur- 
ret \Vhi;ii Keiir Aihnir al Mmkhmi saw 
his ship WHS biiuiiii toatiik(; the Victoria, 
he aiKnullud ft;r the C-ur? iicnlDWii'd enqipca 
to be ruveraud.

Hon. Theodore Davia and President Van 
Horne-Fonrteen Years Penitentiary— 
Mo Change In Grand Trunk, 

MoNTRE.vi., July 1. — (Special.) — Hon, 
Tlieodoro Davie, pretrper of British Colum- 
bia, is hero. Tho object of his visit is to 
interview Mr. ¥an Horne regarding rail- 
way connections on tho Coast, Ho leaves 
for home about tho Srst of tho month. 

Courtlund Ilrldginan, tho Winnipeg man 
who shot his wife here a month ago, was 
to-day sentenced to fourteen years peniten- 
tiary. The woman has completely reoov- 
ored. 

Tho .Star's special cable says : Duncan 
Mclutyro, of Montreal, who has been In 
London for some time, sailed for Canada 
to-day. Tho statement recently published 
that tho visits of Mo.aara. Miilntyre, and 
(icorge Gould, of New Vork, and others to 
London were in connection with the Grand 
Trunk Railway, is fully confirmed. It is 
understood that Mr. Molntyre came to 
London hoping to secure control of enough 
stock to compel President of the Grand 
Trunk, Sir Henry L Tyler, to resign. In 
this event the headquarters of the road 
would have been moved to Montreal.

IMPERIAL POLITICS. 



Couiiiliciitioiis on tliti Homo Rule 
Isauo— Tories Writhing Uuder 
the Clotare. 



Tho Government Position Materially 
Weakened by the Attitude of 
the Paruellites. 



London, July 1. — The desperate position 
in which the Government has been placed 

by Unionist obstruction, and Chairman 
Mellor'a incapacity, haa been bettered 
noticeably by Mr. Gladstone's announce- 
ment that summary notion could no longer 
be deferred. The rceolution intended to 
hasten the progress of the Home Rule bill 
haa come too late to satisfy all the Glad- 
atoniana, but not too late to prevent the 
catuatrophe which threatened tho bill last 
week. Tho Liberals and Radicals have re- 
gained their courage, und tho Irish mem- 
bers, although still troubling tho Govern- 
ment with their domestic bickerings, have 
Buppresaod, temporarily, their mutinous 
protests. 

Tho Tories are writhing under Mr. Glad- 
stone's cloture resolution. Mauy of them 
demanded at first that the Unionist leaders 
withdraw from further debate on the bill 
in committee, and leave the Government a 
free hand to do as it might please. The 
expediency of this course of action was 
discussed earnestly in Conservative 
circles last evening. As a dramatic 
and sensational form of prottat, it found 
not a few supporters among the ultra-Con- 
bervativo members It was rejected, how- 
ever, by .lusepli Chan.lurlaln, whose jad^;- 
muut ia now accepted as vir'ually beyond 
iippeal. Mr. t'liamberlain advised that no 
cliiiiige nf tactics be made liy the Uninniata. 
'irit}' should act, he aiiil, in utter disregard 
of Mr. GladaloneH propoa.ils. They ahould 
proceed in the ciiae of eacli section of the 
bill as if no vole hud been t:iken and 
should allow the Goverumend to cloture 
every stage of tne debate, whether the 
clause in question had been discuaaed or not. 
Mr. Chaiiiberlaiu'a plan hua been approved 
by the other Unionists leadera. Tlieir ob- 
ject obviously is to proclaim to the country 
that a number of clauses have been forced 
through without debate and to exploit thia 
" (Jladstonian tyranny " aa an irritant 
among the British voters. 

'I'lie decrease of tho Government's mujor- 
ily to twenty ai.K or twenty-eight iu recent 
divisions in the Houfle hua provoked Tory 
coninient.4 to tho eil'ecl that tho Goverimient 
waa ne.u ing it.s end. Tho Miniaterialiata, 
however, are not appretiensive. The dc- 
creiisc has been due nieri ly to piiasing 
eventa, wliiidi have nceeasitated I lie ali.si'Uce 
of 11 dozen or more ( Iladaloniana frmn the 
House. The near proyiieet of a uplit in the 
Iriah party on the liual (inancial cluusea ia 
a much more aerioua nritter. From thia 
aourco will come tho moat considerable ob- 
stajle that has yet been laid in Mr. tilad- 
atono's path. 

The amendments proposed by John Red- 
mond, leader of the Parnellites, directly 
oppose Home Rule unless Ireland controls 
her own finances. 

John Glauoey, Parnellite, will offer an 
amendment that Ireland's contribution to 
tho Imperial exchequer be one-fourth of her 
general revenue, instead of one-third, aa 
proposed by Mr. Gladstone. 

Timothy Harrington, Piunellite, will pro- 
pose that an Aiiglo lriah coniniiasion bo ap- 
pointed lo deterinine tbo size of Ireland's 
juat contribution. 

There seems to bo little doubt that 
tho Parnellites will accomplish their pur- 
pose. If the oonceasioDS demanded by 
them be not granted they will bo ready 
to bolt to the Unionists. They would 
i: irry over nine votes, and thus make a 
dili'fronco of eighteen in a division. 
Such a loss the Government could not stand. 
Mr. Gladstone must save himself by yield- 
ing again. The moment must be near when 
John Redmond, with his nine stalwarts, 
will assert tho ctlective influence which 
they claim to be able to exercise.

New York, July 1.— Colonel Lumont 
in talking with reporters said : " Tlie I'reai- 
dent h'i5 called Congresa together and can 
do no more now. The proclamation waa 
issued al 6 o'clock last night. In that the 
President has given his reasons for so doing, 
and his viewa of tho situation. I am in 
favor of a repeal of the Sherman law, and I 
do not favor free coinage aa aaubstiiute, 
oud the Pie.sident holds the same opinion on 
that matter us myaelf. There have not 

en any pertonal appeala to him for an 
early aeaaion or opposiiiou to such from 
ailver men to speak if." 

President Cleveland said : " I have 
nothing at all to a,iy now.

Now, therefore, I, Crover Cleveland, 
rrcaidcnt of the United .States, in perform- 
ance of a cotiatitutioniil duty, do by this 
proclamuticm decluru tliut extraordinary oc 
cuaion retjuirea the cnnveningof both hnugia 
of coiigreas of the Uni'ed Htutea at the 
capital of the City of W'aahiiigtun on the 
Tlh day of Augual next, nt 1'2 o'elnck noon, 
to the end that the people may be relieved 
throutjh lei^islaliou from preaent impending 
danger und diaireaa. AH those entitled to 
act us niembcra of the Fifty-third (,'ongrets, 
are required to take notice of thia procla- 
mation, and attend at the lime and place 
above staled.

The Search to Be Affaiu Taken Up— 
GoveriimiMit Re\vard of 
S.'ioo Oll'ered. 

Jack INIyera, alias Ben. Ivennedy, who shot 
and killed O'Connor's at Reed Island, in the 
early hours of Monday morning last, ia still 
at lorge, nor is there any very bright proB- 
peot of his immediate capture. He left tko 
ialund soon after ho saw tho body of his vis- 
tim depart on the steamer for Comox, pro- 
perly ussuining that tho officers of junlioe 
would soon bo after him, and has nok since 
boon seen. 

Constable Anderson and a posse of five 
took up the chase on Wednesday, but even 

then the murderer hud gained twenty-four 
hours. Tho aeurch jiarly thoroughly ex- 
plored tho ialand, and were informed that 
Kennedy had gone away in hia boat. 
They looked for the sloop, and not findinf; 
it decided to return to Comox, where tho 
Ste'Ia landed them yesterday morning. Tbo 
iifiiuer ab once communicated with Superin- 
tendent HuBBoy and asked for inatrnelions, 
which were sent at once — to conlinuo tko 
sea. ch and offer S500 reward for the arrest 
ami conviction of the oiTeoder, 

The po-rt played by the local magistrate, 
Mr. Maneon, is esoitiog ooosiderable com' 
mi nt ill official oiroles, Superintendent 
Hussey'a telcgramB indicating hia action to 
have been the reverse of what would natnr- 
ally have been expected. When he de- 
cided to hold an inquiry, Kennedy pre- 
sented himself aa a voluntury witneaa, ap- 
parently delernnncd to " work a bluff," 
Ho left his murderous rifle at the magis- 
tral j's door, wont in and told his story of 
O'Connor's suicide. Tho magistrate took il 
instead of tho narrator, and Kennedy, ro- 
possessing himself of his rifle, went away. 

He now has five days' start of the polico, 
and tho advantage of knowing a Tery 
thinly settled coast, wdiich ofTers incumer- 
ob'e opportunities for concealment- Had 
the police an army of searchera at their com- 
mand, they would have a summer's work 
before them in making a thorough explor- 
ation of convenient hiding places. Looking 
for Kennedy is now like searching for n 
nei dle in a huy stack, und unless lack 
furniahes a clue to hia trail, the chances are 
that tho eriminul will evade capture. 

In Iho official proelamation of $,'500 ro- 
ivard, Myers, alius Kennedy, ia describr^d aa 
" about -};! years of uge ; height, auy feck 
fl iuchca ; stout build ; dark complexion ; 
side whieUera and mouatacho, naturally 
eaudy, but recentlydyed black. When laat 
aeen, wore a black silk hat, blue pilot coat, 
blue shirt and dark trousers tucked inside 
of long boots. Edoaped from Reed Island 
in un open boat painted white with broad, 
black stripe."

In the taking of altitudes in this region 
calculations ure made on Che basis of 1,7S0 
feet as the lovel of the Kootenay Lake 
above the eea, 

'Ihe iirac place of interest reached oc the 
road was Kenip'a mineral apiriiigs, about 
three and a half milea out from Raslo. 
Here, at an uititude of UOO feet above the 
lake, it an iron and soda apring, aufliciently 
charged witti natural carbonic acid gas to bo 
in a condition to botUe just as it comoa from 
the grouAd. The water has a rather agree- 
able flavor, even on a Qrst trial, something 
unutualnitb niiucral springs in general, 
and is e&id to puaat'sa medicinal qualities of 
a high order. As I am fairly healthy now, 
and bad oo desire to oarry any increased 
appetite into a aeoiion where provisions are 
a very uncertain quantity, aometimes repre- 
sented by — X, a very modest swallow of 
tke water suffiued as a test. 

PaaainK along the road a few miles 
further, another and aimilar sprioK was dis 
covered near the roadside. Thia is even 
more heavily charged with gas and has a 
delioioua sparkle, being ice cold where it 
iisuea from nndor the brown rocks. 

The work on the Kaslo wagon road is pro- 
greiaing but rather slowly, and about six- 
tetn milea out the last gang of men at work 
on it was p&eaed, and a narrow and not very 
iariting iruil took the place of the road. 

A mile or two further on. Hell's camp waa 
reached, and hero a choice of routes become 
neceseary. The ordinary trail leuda arouuda 
by Bear Uko and Wataonville, and is the 
route taken by those pjsaing in and out of 
the Slocan. Away to the left, for the trail 
ia now running northwest, there towers the 
giant and ruggrd range, white capped and 
sullen with dnftinE clouds. Men do go up 
that way to reach some claima on Jackson 
creek, so there ia a trail part of the way. 
Thu coinniou liit;hways are very well known 
to the readers ot the Colonist by thia lime, 
so here goes. 

Another notch is drawn up on the belt 
and with a Bii>h for the st,rugt;lo yet to 
come, and a last, envious ghince at; the com- 
paratively level regular trail, the start ia 
made. Up through the dense liinherthe 
aneroid ahowa that the camp ia H,.'i".'i feet 
above the sea level, an<l slowly the ueeilln 
swings around. At -l.-lti^ feet the Hillside 
claim is reuohed, and coiiiiug out on a little 
point the first extensive view of the sur- 
rounding country is obtained. Away to the 
hortheaat ragged peaks fairly glisten under 
the now bright sunlight, while on every 
hand rising sheer from the wooded deptha 
■below, rocky clilT and shattered crag leati- 
iy to the mighty throoa whigh heaved tlio 
troubled breuat of nature in the days when 
the earth was young. 

But it's a far journey yet to rest and 
rations and however lovely the view, this 
'lingering will be unwise. For a mile or two 
the snow has been piling up deeper and 
'deeper, and the steady glare of the sun as 
an open space is reached, ia very trying to 
the eyes. At 5.000 the Jackson group of 
mines is reached and in the Northern Helle 
ia scon what is really the first mine on the 
trip. There a fine showing of rich galuna 
followed for some 250 fei-t by a tunnel run 
in on the vein gives every indication of 
:turuinp out a first clasa property. The for- 
mation in this section is clearly true fissure 
in Blate. Here and there a amall porphyry 
dyke interoccla the vein matter and an oc- 
casional amall linu) " horso '" ia found. The 
ore body ia generally clean and compact, 
carrying little or no casing. An iron 
capping ia usually found in this vicinity, 
but ia not ao frequent on the other side of 
the divide. 

Three milea more to be travelled and the 
ridge is still above. So on and on over the 
snow which ia beginning to cruat as the 
evening comes on. And now the ridge is 
right almve, the huge comb of snow stand- 
ing up like I- w.dl and iu jdaceo evrn lean- 
ing over tov^ard thi.s si ie where it has been 
swept over by the wiiul. A aliarn, iilmost 
breathlesa B'mggle, the grude one foot in 
two, the nceille niovea visibly as the bearer 
toils oil and up. A thought of the man who 
wrote " Kxculaior, ' and a wish that he 
might bo here to try a dose of hia own 
poetry, and this ia tiie aumnut. A glance 
at the aneroid. It is 7,450 feet hero and 
looka every inch of it. The writer haiopcnt 
3 eara in the ranges of the west, from tlu 
Rockies to the ocean, and from the boon 
dary lino of Canada far into old Mexico, but 
never before did such a magnificent scene 
unfold for his inspection as that which now 
burst upon him, 

When men secure a store of rare gems it 
is usual to enoloae them in some rich casket 
worthy of such jewels. What baa old Dame 
Nature fashioned as a casket in which to 
hide the nameless wealth of this her latest 
•torehouBo r 

The snn is juat sotting, and even now one 
lono and giant peak is driving a pointed 
lensfl right through the heart of the burn- 
ing orb. In the west the rugged masses 
leap from the dusky depths up toward a sky 
red with hues no master's brush may over 
hold. No lougi r now the tops are clothed 
in virgin vvhitu like a pale, cold bride, A 
lover'a lips lay aoft yet warm upon them, 
and see a burning blast atarts from the 
rounded throat and leapa awift from chin to 
cheek and luow. In the tar east the pointa 
are tipped with gold which liea liko aomo 
rich embroidiTV on the velvet of a panay 
purple sky. North and south stand mute 
and terrible, grim licntinels to guard this 
bridal chamlier when the day sinka softly 
down to rest. 

Thu sun lies in a blaze of crimson glory 
and changing color, and night coines stealing 
on HO soft and beautiful that the soul 
goes out to meet it eagerly. Slowly 
wraps the aable mantle around distant 
glacier, ahattered slopes and oraga and tow- 



ering peaks, till now there only stand dim 
ghosts, close shr- uded, liko the sheeted dead, 
to guard a haunted land. 

tlurryiiJg down the mountain in the gath- 
ering gloom the lilue Bird mine was soon 
reached, and with the ready hospitality 
known only in thu mountains, a hearty wel- 
come was extended and the night's problem 
was solved. A number of men are working 
here and u quantity of rich ore ia being 
taken out ot a clear and well defined body 
of ore. 

Up and away in the early morning, for 
there is much to he seen and the way is 
hard. Ore sacks are lashed around the 
shoes to hold the feet, for the aruat is hard 
and slippery. Up and up, past the Rico, 
not now working. There stands the ridge, 
and it must be oroased to reach the Wash 
ington. Kound the head of the big Toad, 
and now we are among the elides. Smooth 
and sheer, no tree or shrub, thousands of 
fpot down dips the mighty slide, and across 
the head must be worked a way. A 
single miaatep and somewhere down 
thofie dim deptha a passing prospector might 
sumo day find your bones. Hotter and 
hotter grows the sun, ond the crust will no 
longer bear the weight. The danger is now 
even greater. There are about two feet of 
new snow on the old crust, and now and 
then a ton or two slips away for a few f«et 
uud threatens to start a slide. By this 
time the head of what is known as the 
Noble Five slide is rea':hod, at ao altitud 
of S.UDll feet. To go forward means the 
Will nigh impossible crossing of that wall- 
like crown of snow. li.ickward is like 
tossing up with I'',ite. Antl now luippciieil 
a strange thing, .'ibove a wind swept peak 
had broken thu wall of snow and gathereii 
itself into a huge muss closely rcaembliiig a 
giant horae ami niullled rider. "Death 
riding a white horae," flashed acroaa the 
mind. 

There ia but one way. Down that- steep 
slidi!, now packed with anow, a hill aid 
ball might roll a mile into the atream beloiv 
without, a check iu its progress. 'i'nue and 
again the rough aacks on the feel c-iuglii 
just (luick enough. But the grim shape 
above faded away. The alrugglo grew let-s 
painful, and here ia the bottom. There 
proves to be over -1,000 feet difleronco in the 
altitudes of the top and bottom of the alide. 

'f hia ia the south fork of the Carpenter 
creek. Y'ouder, up that Steep alupe, lies 
the I'Vcddy Leo, where a new chute of ore 
has just been opened, and tbioga are look- 
ing well. The trail is a good downhill 
now, end Soudan creek ia reached in time 
for a late dinner. A considerable amount 
o{ work is being done in thia vicinity The 
Slocan Star, Wonderful, Noonday and Boss 
groups are all working, and are in a very 
encouraging condition. The new Strike in 
the Freddy Leo will enable that property 
to reauino the shipment of ore as soon as 
the management may see fit. The Wash- 
ington ia the banner property, so far as de- 
velopment work is concerned. The ore 
body is opening up better thao over as 
depth ia gained. 

A study of the exposed formation in 
this section leads to the conviction that 
thia ia a true tissuro country. Ore ia found 
in satisfactory quantities in a lime and alate 
contact, but in tho majority of ciiaea tlie 
vein is found in a clean fi-auro in the alate, 
Tho peculiar features met with in aomo ol 
the higher regions are probably the result 
of some local secondary disturbance, which 
has broken up the overlying slate, and in 
some casus reopened old contacts and tis- 
aures, and in others caused new fissures, 
which have been filled with ores or djkes. 
Kverythiug tends tocuntirin the belief tn it 
the ore bodies will continue to as great 
depth as is desirable for working purposes, 
and iu many caaca will never be worked 
out. In bcverul casoa where the vein has 
been found to be soKiewhat bioken or dis- 
turbed, a little work has picked up a new 
chute aa favorable aa the first, The 
(,'nambera' gn.up, tho Noble Five, the 
Idaho and the I'uyne group, may bo men- 
tioned aniong the -valuable properties in thU 
section. 

Continuing on down the south fork of 
Carpenter creek, the townsite of London 
was reached. Here, a hotel claimed first 
attention, after which came sa£ioient leisure 
to learn that tite Duluth syndicate are 
working u number of men in this vicinity, 
chii fly iu building trails to their minea, of 
which they have -several in the neighboring 
mountains. 

And now it is four miles to the Three 
Forks of the Carpenter creek, and the day 
grows old apace. JJown along the roaring 
.South Fork, rushing and tLinbliig over 
mighty boulder and fallen tree. Down 
througd dense growtha of tinilwr that afford 
a welcome .-liaclu iu the heated alternoou. 
A glimpse here ami thorc of diatunt, anon- 
clail |)ciik, that stands sharp and clear in an 
atinuaphere that sparkles like chuiiipagne, 
so surcharged ia it with o/.ono fed vitality. 

The Three Forks of Carpenter creek are 
in themselves a most peculiar condjination, 
North, youth and ilaat run three mighty 
canyons, each gathering from the ineliini; 
anow a rushing torrent. These alip down 
over the stones until they join here, and ao 
exact is the junction, that, not by six inches 
can one say: "Thia one coiiiea in first. " 
.At tlvc .'"orka are a number of log houses, a 
hotel and a store. Tl'.e place will bo made 
heaibir.urtera by one of the leading uier 
chants of the Kooten.ay, who proposes to 
eatabliah here a general atore to supply the 
surrounding nunes, and outfit prospectors 
Supper over, and the faithful " briar " 
lilkd, emptied and lillod again, it S'^cms a 
waste of time to linger hero. New Denver 
is only (; ve nules away, a thousand feet 
lower iu ult.iH'.de, and what is surcaatically 
termed an " easy trail " ia a country where 
men are a. littio prone to be carelesa with 
regard to what they say. 

Down poet the Mountain £hief, one of the 
best looking properties in thia section, a 
place where it wodld appear that some ex- 
perienced miner, with an eye to all possible 
ad vantages, ha^said, "Let there be a mine 
right here," For it is probable that a bat- 
ter located piece of property does not exi»t 
in any part of tho Slocan. The ledge will 
average about aix feet in width, and the pay 
streak runs from sixteen to twenty inches 
of clean, high grade galena, 

In tho Lucky Jim an immenao body of 
ore has been opened up in the past few diiys, 
and tho owners arc already beginning to 
feel tho milliouB jmgle. The Alpha is an- 
other aplendid piece of jiroperty, with a 
large budy of ore. In fact there are bo 
many good jiropertiea in thia section that it 
is an abuost hopeleas task to begin to enum- 
erate tluiin. A point on tho trail where the 
timber opens out and the lirat view of Slo- 
c.di Lake is obtained. In the soft evening 
light the lake rellects the natural tints from 
the range beyond, which rises iu one mighty 
lift from tho water's edge up to everlasting 
enow. A pause in tho gathering twilight, 
to lot the aoul drink deep tho inapirution of 
tho aceno. The night wind now goes rush- 
ing through the branches gnarled and strong, 
making u sound liko tho music of aomo half 
forgotten h>mn, tho giant pinea acein whia- 
pering talca of the earth wlien young, and 
the grand, deep spirits of tho mountains 
aeema to hcver and whiaper "I'eace." 

A little further on and we have night. 
New Di-nver and rest. Tho remainder is 
reserved for another letter.

•WITH FAIR AND SKILLFUL FINGERS.' 



Some Dainty and Useful Articles Tliat Are 
EasUjr Blade. 

There are a great many women ■v^•ho 
I'ovo f o pcssess fanciful things, yot dony 
themselves this pleasitro because they 
think all fancy wurk ia o-viJciisivL'. Suiiio 
Df it is, but it is possible to mtiko lovely 
41-ticles for a very stuall outltiy and iii- 
ileed in many instances 'without any 
expense at nil, for in almost ©very house 
there ia qnito a largo amount of material 
lying at band ready for tiso which any 
h-omaii witli skillful fingers can fashion 
Into dainty and useful articles. 

An InescpensiTO and daintily decorated 
tvhisk broom holder may be made of 
two dozen 1-iiicli rings covered by cro- 
cheting them with silk. Thu support for 
tho back of tho case i.s niailo by covering 
a strip of pasteboard with satin or silk 
matching In color the silk on the rings. 
A small brass chain is sowed all around 
this piece, and tho case is suspended by 
tho same. Tho rings should be sewed 
together — si-x in each of tho first tlireo 
rows, four in tho iie.xt and two in tho 
last. Small bras.s bells are attached to tho 
lower comer rings and give the holder a 
pretty finish. 

Figured silk forms the materi.'il for .-i 
useful artieli' — .-i sort of jiapiT bidder or 
catch all. Tlio foinidatioii ctuisists of 
threo bamboo ctinos fastened so that 
their centers cross. Tho triangular space 
between each two of tho canes above the 
centers is filled with a piece of paste- 
board cut to fit and covered on both sides 
with .'^ilk overliiinded on llio edges. 
Thesi- pieces shuiild Vie shght ly rtjniided 
at the top, and tho thrco being covered 
slionld be overhanded together. The 
biisket thus formed is then fastened to 
tho canes, whoso ends jirojcct about an 
inch above. A ' ■.row gtillooii, from 
which fall liny tiis;/. Is, is .sewed iihiiig thu 
top edges, llibbim bows at each corner 
and wliero the canes cross finish this 
graceful basket. It is designed to hold 
newspapers or any bit of fancy work on 
which tho o-wnor may be engaged. 

A ftnicy portfolio that is very iivetty is 
mado of beiigitliiu! stiffened with canvtis. 
It may be mado any desired size. Tho 
ends of the sections ore folded over so sis 
to almost meet the center, and between 
tho folded over parts and tho under jiiirt 
are inserteil fans of silk, which g'ive depth 
to tho ]iockets thus formed. Three bows 
are tacked near one corner of tho pocket 
anil may servo to hold pens and pencil'.i. 
The pockets and the outside of the port- 
folio may ho decorated with sin,i)lo 
designs in oils. Flowered and fig'ared 
silk works up heantifnlly this way and 
when used requires no additional decora- 
tion. 

An exquisite littio article, hrmiLsomo 
enough to he used in anj' parlor or draw- 
ing [room, is a fancy workbag. mado of 
brocaded silk and lined with surah. It 
reqtiires about one yard ani'i a qtiartur 
of silk 20 inches wiilo for the out.side 
and two yards for tlio inside, including 
pockets. Two yards and a, iialf of inch 
wide ribbon of each color ^^'ill be sufli- 
cient for the strings. First cut ottt a 
circular piece of cardbi>;ird fl ■inchw, in 
diameter and cover oiki side with lliu 
brociidud and tho other side with the lin- 
ing silk. 

The bag itself should be 10 inches deep 
(including the mfiio at tho fop) and a 
yard around. The pockets consist of 
piece i)f lining lieiiiiiied at the top and 
laid on tho outside of the lining. Bastu 
down to tho outsido to form .six p.nckets, 
and feather stitch through from the out- 
side with embroidery silk. A casing is 
run in jnst above the pockets and has an 
ebistic in.serted in it. This bag woulil 
make ;i very nice ])reseiit to au}- woman 
friend whoso leisure hours are occupied 
by fancy work. 

Pale green satin is the malarial from 
which a very handsome handkorcliief bag 
can bo made. Procuro two jaeces of 
hetivy jiasteboard, circular in .Hhajie and 
about H inches in ditimeter.and cut wad- 
ding the e.xact size, using two layers for 
thr, inside of tho bag. Sprinkle a gre;it 
deal of sacliL't powder ttjron the wtid- 
diiig: tlieu lay tho disks of w.nddiiig tijioii 
onu (jf thy piect'S of pasteboard anil hold 
tliciii in place by cov'i.'ring the circle with 
cheese cloth. Cover tho other circle with 
pile green satin; then astripofithesatin 
just long enough to go aronnd tho cir- 
cle is turned over at the top to form a 
hem. 

xi.t tho lower edge a casing is niado by 
stitching the hem around twice on the 
machine, using pale green sewing .silk. 
In this casing put two pink silk cords 
for drawing strings. Then sew the strip 
to I hi' lower [itisteboard used for tho bot- 
tom and afierward insert the scented 
circle, catching it in i)lace with invisible 
Btit<^hes. Then turn it right side out 
again and SOW wild roses (procured at 
the milliner's) around tho lower edge. 

The above desirable articles .aro all 
easily and quickly made, ami besides 
being useful each o:ie will do a groat 
deal toward giving a room a certain air 
of-daintiness.

AMERICAN FINAXCi:. 

The fiDBDcinl position of tho United 
ijtalcs is being largely discussed in all the 
DcwspaperB of the Republic. It is ndniitted 
on all hands that the oriBis is a very serious 
one, and that very much depends upon the 
action that the Government muy see fit to 
tako. If the Government's rcaorve of gold 
holds out, it is believed that all ditficuitieB 
will be safely tided over, but if that is ex- 
hausted and tho Government is not able tf|, 
redeem its paper in gold, trouble will en- 
sae and a serious commercial disaster will 
be precipitated. To enable the Guvern- 
nient to meet all demands in the way most 
conducive to tho comnierciul well bi-ing of 
the people, many udvoente the repeal of the 
Skerman law which compels it lo buy ever> 
ye ir a very large quantity of silver which 
it oan neither diepose of nor put in circu- 
lation. 

It ia difficult for people who do not know 
a great deal about American politics, and 
who have not been initiated into the iiiya 
teriee of American fjoance, to understand 
how a rich nation like the Uaited States, 
having an immensely large income, can be 
in pecuniary difficulties. It might he hup 
posed that such a country could never have 
au empty purae or that there coiild nt,t lie 
more demands upon it than it could easily 
meet, and that, too, in tho way moat con- 
venient for all classes of the people. Thry 
know that if a mercantile concern with 
ample moans and a large income allowed 
itself to get into a atrait for want of ready 
money of the right aort there nmst bo bud 
mauiigement aomewlure. If (hat concern 
weakened and hampered itself by purchas 
ing immense quantities of a commodity 
which it wonld not use and could not sell 
it would be blamed hy everyone who knew 
how business ought to bo carried on ; 
and ordinary pfople c.innot under.stand why ' 
buainesa principles which are considered [ 
uouud do not apply to nations ua well as to 
individuals. They no doubt do. A nation I 
cannot keep on doing what to a private con- ' 
corn would be riiiiioua, without getting into' 
difficultiea and niikiiig t rouble for thoua.mds ' 
who h ave no direct iiifliience in tho manai'G- I 
aieut of p-.iblic alT-iira liut this ia an(X-' 
planatiou that does not suit many people 
who consider themselves wise aud who de- 
sire to be considered wise by others. Thf y 
havo a contempt for orditmry methods and 
simple explanaliona, when applied to I he 
afl'.iira of tho ii-itioii. 'I'heri' is, they would 
have tho public believe, hiiirie tiiy-^trry in i ho 
management of public aliaira which it re- 
quires the deep insight and uncommon 
ability of heaven-born statesmen to under- 
stand and unravel. They propose to remedy 
the ills of the .State by achemes and devices 
which, if applied to aiinilar cufcoa on a 
small sc.ile in private life, would 
only aggravate the evil and they, nevorthi-- 
less, expect their uninitiated and loss highly 
gifted fellow mortals to look upon them as 
models of wisdom and intelligence. We 
have a notion that it is men of this kind 
that havo led the United Slatea into its 
present troubles. Tim e.ise of the great 
Republic at present is tho not uncoimnon 
one of too many cooks spoiling the broth. 
What is wanted just now ia a olear-licadcd, 
courageous man, with influence enough to 
bo ublo to apply what ho knows to be the 
right remedy in the case, and one who has 
oonfiji'iico enough in himself lo di»regard 
the outcry which tho host of oooka and 
would-be oooks is saro to make. Is I'reai- 
dont Cleveland that man ? The proGUma- 
tion he has just issued shows that he is alive 
to the importance of the crisis. 



; THE OHOLBRAil 

The presoDco of the cholera in £arope and 
Asia is not creating much alarm just now. 
People seem to havo oonBdence in the pre- 
cou'ionary measures which experience haa 
found to be eflective. It is observed, too, 
that although the cholera is in France and 
Germany it is not hy any means .virulent, 
and it does not spread with a rapidity that 
is r.t all alai iiiing. The plaijue has almost 
Bubeided in Russia. It is evidently dying 
out in the districts in which it raged last 
year. They are not completely clear of it, 
but tho deaths from it are very few. It 
Ihigera atill in Prufsia. In France there 
have been C|uite a number of cases in diller- 
cut placea, obiefly in tho South. In Toulon 
there have been a hundred deaths from 
cholera since last January, and there havo 
been fatal oases in other cities. It is siid 
that tho authorities do their best lo conceal 
tho disease when it breaks out, but if it did 
anich mischief auywlioro this would bo itn- 
poaiiblo. Tho aanitary condition of the 
towns iu tho South of Franco ia aaid not to 
1)0 by any means good, and it is expected 
that, as the weather becomes hotter, tho 
mortality from the disease will bo greater. 
It is said that the cholera ia doing its deadly 
work among the crowds of ])ilgriina assem- 
bled in Mecca. Tho nnmbur of ileaiha per 
day is reported to bo from 150 to 'XW. 15ut 
the disease seeoia to be be confined to that 
city, jolhing is said of its spreading to 
K.;ypt or other nciehbnriiig countries. 



CinCUMS TA y TIA L t YIDESCE. 

The Portland Oregoiiian, with llhii, free- 
doii\ fi(im prij.iilicj and indepi'iidenee of 
ihiiuglit lor v.'hich it ia n-niai kulile, lefuse.^ 
I o j >in in tho almost general condeirnation 
of circumstantial evidcnoe. Ic knows that 
in very many instances circuma'aLtial evi- 
dence is tl>o only evidence ailainuble, and 
experieiieo haa taught; it that it is more re- 
lial)le than a very great deal that is cousid- 
eieil direct tesliinoiiy. It aaya ; 

' ho unreasooing public clamor against 
acceptance of circumhtaiiti il evidence in 
murder eaaea ought to lie deprecated, be- 
ciiusH it temJa to Oefe it entirely convicluni 
and punibhinent for the gnvi-st criuica— 
•,bi>se vvhich are premeditated and pbmned. 
Such niurd- ra are not committed iu the 
priaence of witnesses, aud direct testi- 
mony in regard to them can never he had. 
I'ho moat criminal murdei ora muat bo con- 
vic'oil and executed ufiou ciicumiitantial 
evideiiee or not at all. The most cowardly 
forn) of murder — that by poiann- is inca 
pihle of proof except by circumstantial 
evidence. This ia probably true of nine- 
tentlis of the murders which are deliber- 
ately plotted in advance. To rtfuae to 
eonv co upon this evidence would be to let 
the very worst murderers go free, and 
there is (juitB enough immunity from pun- 
ishment for crime, due to sentimental ten- 
derueas about taking human life now. 
Better abolish' the death penalty entir«lv 
and have done wiih it, rather than limit 
piioi-ihmont to those less guilty murderers 
A ho kill in the sudden heat of passion be- 
fore the eyes of all the world. 

Thiae aro considerations which never 
enter the minds of nine-tenths of those who 
declaim againat cireuinatanlial evidi nee 
The f jOt is, tho gn .Mi r i.uinb; r of them ill) 
n <t ihiuk at all, but repeat uuiutelligently 
what they have beard. 



UNITED STATES KX PUSDITURE. 

The au'pluses of the United States have 
been dimiuishiograpidly of late years. Some 
time ago there was a large surplus eve>y 

year. The Governntciit li id more money 
ihiti it could spend, and pul)lic men wi re 
pozz't d what to do with the surplus. Hut 
tho leaders of the Republican party did not 
allow so simple a matter to trouble them 
long. They soon found ways and means of 
.i^piinding the nation's income, so that now 
instead of having a surplus the United 
.Slatea Government are under the unpleasant 
ueceaaiiy of facing a di licit. Il-re ia a atate- 
ment of the surpluaea since ISSG ;

The er-i of surpluses ends with 1.S92. The 
year ItiO.'i will have to deplore a di-ticit. Up 
June 20, tho revenue for tho year 
amounted to $.377 500,000, and the expendi- 
ture to S-ISe 000,000. The y.-ar ended June 
.'iO, so if the delicit waa not increased during 
the ten daya that, remained, there would be 
a deficit of -J.S oOO.dnO To i,rniisfi)rtn a sur- 
plus >.f S 1 ().'), OO.'i.-l i:! in IS.SO lo a (h licit of 
Sii.OOO.OIJIJ lu 1S'J3 will not, we fancy, be 
cousidorod by the people of the Un ted 
States a very creditable record for the Re- 
public m party. Tho income of tho year 
juat en led waa greater than that of 1,SI)2 by 
ub iUt six tnillioua of dollars. There wa.^ an 
inoreaae of customs duiies over that of tlio 
preceding year of S-'li OOU.ObO. Thm in- 
crease is, no doubt., due to the higher 
duties of tho McKinloy tarifT. 

The Republicans h.ive very little to tliow 
for tho immense increaao of ex[)en.lUuro 
under their administration. Tho delicit ia 
owing to tho very great increase of tho auin 
piid to peusionera. Tho way iu which tho 
pension list of the United States has in- 
crensed is truly marvellous. From 1872 to 
1879 the aum annually paid for penaionb did 
not exceed thirty milliona. In ISUI ii hud 
jumped up to .Jl'J-l -1 1.1,(1(11), aii-l if was 
fnrtlier increased in I.S!).'i to f I (ili,.)!) 1 . IjriO, 
The sum that will lie nquired for the year 
ending June 30, 1804, will be nearly, it not 
quite, S'JOO 000,000. It must be remim- 
bored that the Re[)ul)lican l).iily is respi n- 
aihle fur Ibia txpendiLuie, for ulthough a 
Democrat ic Freaideiil ,.k elected in Xo- 
veu.ber, 1892, hia luiiuitiiBlrutiun lia^ not as 
yot had uuything to do with the appropria- 
tion of publiu money. 

The increase of the pension roll in tho 
States will hereafter bu ono of the curioai- 
ties of adniiniatratiou. "Fifteen jeuraago 
at the clo.so of the late war, there were 
L'.'jO.SOO penhionera on the roll. Fi.ur yours 
ago there were leaa than 500,000, now tlicro 
are 1,000,000." The history of this un- 
paralleled Incroaao ia one of fraud. Never 



was a nation so imposed upon by thoae 
whose duty it was to protect it from im- 
position, and never did a nation allpviritaelf 
to ba cheated to siioh an extent so patiently. 
It is notorious that a very large proportion 
of those receiving pensions in the United 
States for military service done by them- 
selvPB, or their relativca, have not thoaliadow 
of a claim on tho gratitude of the people. 



THE HA W All AN SITUATION. 

\V hon the revolution broke out in Hawaii, 
it wus believed that very little time would 
bo Buffered to elapse before the islands of 
tho group would become part and parcel of 

tho United States. When tho Hawaiian 
deputation arrived, tho American press, 
with some few exceptions, was loud iu its 
advocacy of the immediate annexation of 
the islands, and so were the politicians. A 
treaty was framed in short order, and sub- 
mitted by President Harrison to the Senate. 
Tho pro.'-pect waa that tlio Sandwich 
lalanda would bo annexed to the United 
States before their inhabitants were allowed 
to say whether they desired the change or 
not. But the election of Mr. Cleveland in- 
terfered with tho plana of tho annexation- 
ia'b. The troaly was with Irawn, aud Mr. 
Klount waa aoiit to Hawaii to iuvestigato 
and report. It ia very evident that Mr. 
IJIouiit does not favor annexation, either 
with or without the consent of the people. 
Flo, it is clear, does not think that making 
Uawuii a atate of the Union would bo 
good for tho United States, wli-itcver ed'Cl 
anuexation might hive on the islanders. 
I'bec.useof aiiiiixilinii cniii i i|uently haa 
not lliiuriahed in Hawaii Ai il now wo have 
Mr Claus Spreckels, who is a power in that 
land, using hia influence against: annexation 
Tho pr.)a|iect just now is that the Hawaiiaus 
will he alliiu'ed to manage their own alfairB 
pretty much in their own way, if that way 
ia not greatly o|)p.)s(:d to tlie interests of the 
American people. It la pro[)03ed that the 
United States establish a protectorate over 
tlio ialands. This may not bu done formally 
but the Slatea will no doubt keep an eye on 
thetii, and t heir Government will not bo 
D'tnnitted to do much that is opposed to 
American iiiteresta. 

I'lio dethroned tinecn haa acted through- 
out with great prudence. She has said very 
little indeed that has been published, but 
her prudent reticence has evidently not in- 
jured her cause in tho least. There ia a 
alrong feeling in her favor among the native 
population, and her reatoratiou to the throne 
at a not distant day ia by no meana impoa- 
aible. 

CANADIAN CHEESE. 

Canadian cheese bears tho palm at tho 
Chicago Exhibition, both for aizo and 
i|'iality. Tho nianin-oth cheese from On- 
tario has no competitor worth mentioning, 
nnd the Canadian (xhiliit, aa a whole, liua 
won 120 of tho 135 niedala awarded. Thia 
is encouraging, for cherse haa become one of 
the staple exports of Canada. It has risen 
r-ipidly into iniportanco, and haa found 
favor with the beat judges of eheeae in the 
world. Canadian cheeso ia largely con- 
sumed it) iMigland, and what the Hnglish do 
not know about cheeso, ia hardly worth 
knowing.

It is 
jus . as hard to get sour milk on tho regu- 
lar bill of fare with a wild roan calf whoso 
ancestors may be traced with the groitest 
difticulty not farther back than two years 
ago.

We kill- 
ed a hirge bossy calf three days ago, and 
this morning we put a pound of him at 
the root of each grapevine in our littlo 
vineyard.

Second — Tho farming lands (^f North 
Dakota are the richest wheat lands on the 
face of the earth. The Eed river valley, 
so often referred to as tho Nile of tho 
western continent, i,s overllowinl each 
year, niillioiis of acres beiiiLr covered with 
water and debris, which enrich the deep 
l)laek soil to a remarkable degree. 'I'he 
aulluu' visited tho state of North Dakota 
in April of this present year and can 
truly say that this rich valley of the Rod 
river overflows each sprin;; unless this 
season was ununial this year. 

This makes tho wheat land very rich, but 
has an opposite olloct on railroads. The 



siireiiding desolation everywhere aud set- 
ting at naught the works of man, but the 
aoil i-eiiiauis rich and full of vigor.

Tho Siberian crab ap]>le, of which jelly is 
made, grows bore, and tlio Kaiiiclia kau 
watiHrnieloii. (iraiii, however, is the na- 
tural |)rodiict of the country, and in good 
8eaa(jns it might feed the world. 

With cracked wheat from Dakota and 
oranges from southern California and 
Florida, steaks and chops from Texas and 
tho_ west, Froiiih fried potatoes from 
Ohio and tlu! middle states, corn liread 
and bacon from lllinoia, Iowa and tho 
Carolina, and cutl'eo made from the split 
pea.s of New .Jersey, « hat a breakfast we 
could give tho wcirld ! 

Oiiiiiea eggs fried on one side could bo 
obtained from my farm. Tlui guinea egg 
is destitiod at no diit.int day to become 
tho universal leiiiove f.ir breakfast, if 
better known, there w(]uld bo a great 
acrauihle f(]r this egg (si('). 

The guinea hen lias never pu.»lied her 
egg.s as she might havo done, and other 
fiiwls have thus crowded out her handi- 
work, but 1 can truly say that it is one of 
tho most durable h .rd boiled eggs for 
those intending to visit the open polar 
sea and carry their victuaLs with them of 
which I know.

Whilo captains of pnnrer powei-s of 
judgment are clinging loold oulliehlers (jf 
declining abilities, Anson has [liclied u|> 
two young men — Lang and l)niigaii— who 
proini.so to lead the league in batting and 
field work. World's fairs ni.ay tome and 
World's fair.s may go, but Anson remains 
as the world's wonder in baseball. I am 
reminded that it was dnri iig tbu progress 
of the Centennial exposition in ISTtj that 1 
first s.xw Anson play ball. I'liiladelphia 
had tho great international f.air that year, 
but it liad lost Anson. Chicago t ook him 
away from the Athletic tdub at the end of 
tho season of 1ST5, and Chicago h.as not 
only retained Alison eviu- since, but it now 
has a World's fair also. 

^Vnson played third base for the Chicago.s 
In 1870. McVey was on llrst, Darnes on 
jccond. A. G. Spalding did most of the 
pitching and Jim While the catching. OC 
the nine star players who constituted tho 
Chicagoa that year— the greatesc team Chi- 
cago ever had — ^Anson alone is playing ball 
today; ho alono lasted from the Centennial 
to tho Columbian exposition. Anson wan 
then a large, rathcrnwkwurd youth, whoso 
white stockings, knee "pants" and jaunty 
cap gave to tho spectator an added impres- 
sion that ho was three times too largo for 
his tender years, and that ho must certain- 
ly wear knickerbocker.s al.so while at home 
with his iiiotlicr, He was "Anson the kid" 
then. Now he is"Uiu'li! Adri;in." If wu 
have another World's fair 17 years luaiei', 
/Vn-sou will probably be still playing i:rst 
baso for the Chicagos. 

In tho Pittsburg-Cleveland series, Cy 
Young of the latter team pitched his Ki.K- 
tcwith game against the I'ittshnrg club. 
He has won b! out of t he Ki. R uling is the 
Pittsburgs' "black beast. " livery team has 
ftsbeteiioir among opposing pitchers.

Wo left Bombay, bound to tho Capo of 
Good Hope and return, with all well on 
board tho English brig Aral), ,ind nothing 
iiU' uf the routino occiined until v,-u v.-cre 
within three days' run of the Jloziimbifiuo 
clumnol. Then, one day after diiino , 
Captain Lincoln' was taken suddenly ill 
whilo on deck. He was feolin<; perfectly 
lioaltiiy when lio suddenly fell to tho 
deck, and it was a full hour before wo 
could restore liiin to coiiseiousiiesa. He 
was then very weak, luid it was not until 
tho no.xt morning that lio could crawl out 
of his berth. After breakfast ho sent for 
me and said : 

" I want to tell you of a very singular 
thing. In tho first place, I never had a 
apeli like that before. Indeed it is over 
•JU years sinco 1 was knocked oil' my feel. 
In the next, 1 had a dream last iiiuht 
which has bothered mo not a little. Did 
you kiioiv (hat I liad a brother— Captain 
Tom Lincoln /" 

" I did not." 

" Well, 1 have, and he is in command 
of an English bark and is sailing in i hose 
waters.

"do forw.ird, men, and attend to your 
duties," kindly coiiitnanded tho captain aa 
tlio huatsivain hesitated t<i finish his sen- 
tence. " No one ikboard has lost his 
mind, and wo shall re.ich the Cape in due 
time." 

That settled it with tho men. and now 
that . hey wiu i; sat islied on the (piestioii 
of I lie captain's .sanity they began to grow 
eiillnisiastic over the search. S.iilnr.-i may 
be more sn]im-st it ions as a class than any 
other, but lo alter a ship's course and 
[iroloiig her voyage days or weeks on ae- 
count of a ureaiii nr vistiin was eoniiiij; it 
pretty strong fertile fo'castlo. By the 
next day Captain Liiico ii w;is fully re- 
storeil, but not onco during the day did 
he adv. rt to his dream or ilie matter of 
the search. U'e carried a godrl brer/..' 
isith IIS amt were making a splendid run, 
and on tho afternoon of tlio third day wo 
idsu the islands. While they yet lay a 
f lint bluo line on the bosom of the sea 
tlie ei|)taiii called me into the cabin, 
wheru he had his chart spread out on tho 
table, aud said :

Wo rose tho Egmont group rapidly, 
and at 5 o'clock the circular island was 
fair m our path and could be seen .fnmi 
tho deck without tho aid of a glass. Be- 
fore o'cl .ok tho captain's droain was 
verified. As v.-o ran in for the island and 
wont aloft with a glass, and while wo 
woru yut two miles away. I discovured a 
man on a stiip of s.iiidy beach making 
signals to us. Wo ran in to within half a 
mile ond then lowered a boat, but even 
before that the captain had recognized 
his brother in tho man ashore. Ho hadn't 
been aboard 10 niinutes when it was 
known from end to end of the brig that 
there had been a mutiny on board his 
bark and he had been set ashore u.xactly 
as our captain bad dreamed. Vuu will 
call that a atraiigo thing, but tlio strang- 
est part is yet to come. It was on a Mmi- 
ilay night uur eaptain dreamed. Tuesday 
forenoon we altered our course. Thurs- 
day evening hh hour before sunset wo 
had tho marnonod captain aboard. Now, 
then, he had bueii set ashore only the 
day beforu at noon. In other words, our 
ca[)taiii had not dreamed of what was 
actually oceurriiiL', but what waj to tako 
place from otj lo .1 ' luiurs later! When 
this fact was made known, we in the 
cabin simply sat and stared at each other, 
and tho men forward became so nervous 
that they aliiiost deserted the fo'castlo. 

Captain Toin Lincoln lold a very inter- 
esting story. He bad a crew of 10 men, 
all of whom except the male were Mala- 
bar men. Tiie ollicer was a Portuguese. 
All had gone well up to Thursday morn- 
ing. Eirdry man h.id done his duty, and 
not the slightest trouble had boon experi- 
enced, when at about 1(1 o'clock, with tho 
islands (Uily 10 miles av.ay.

M.ined. Tiio best ho could do was to pre- 
vail upon t hem to set him ashore. They 
selected tho small island because it was 
not inlialjited and because there seemed 
no chance f.u' him to leave it. They al- 
lowed him to take matches, a few cook- 
ing utensils, a week's [irovisions and an 
old .sail to make a shelter of. A boat was 
sunt ashore before he was taken, and it 
was known that there was fresh water on 
the island. Whilo some of tho larger is- 
lands were inhabited, and wdiile whaling 
ships fr. (pieiilly made the Cliagos to re- 
plenish their fuel and w;iter and get a 
supply of fruits, it might have been 
months and possibly ycar.s before Captain 
Tom would have been taken otl'. 

.After landing her captain tho bark had 
sloral away to [he southwest, wl ieli was 
li. r true e-urse, but th it was only ,a blind. 
The cargo consisted oi f.mcy woods, medi- 
cinal roots and herbs, skins, furs, ivory, 
alligat<ir hides, corals, pluiiib.igo and salt- 
ed tish, won hat least $.")0,OUO. The de- 
sire t > iiorsonally jirolit by tho sale of the 
cargo of course led to tho mutiny, and it 
was for us to guess what market tho fol- 
lows Would make f..r. Th. y woiilil not 
dare run inlo any pnrt in .Madag .sear, 
nor yet proceed beyond, and we li -ally 
decided th .t they w..uld liea.1 f..r.Java. 
There wore traders at li Uavia who would 
not iiKiuire too particularly if there was a 
bargain in the cargo, aud the Malabar 
men could easily get home fnun thero. 
We did not los,. overall hour's time in 
dieiding wdiat to d.i, and soiai after sun- 
set we Blood lo the east. Tin re were no 
lireariiis aboard the bark so far aa Cap- 
tain Tcjiii knew, while tho brig was luck- 
ily supplied — that is, wo had three ro- 
vidveiB, and the captain, who was some 
thing of a hunter, had u rifle and a shot- 
gun. If wo had the luck to overtake the 
fellows, we had no doubt of being able to 
recapture them. 

There is a great stretch of sea between 
tho Clia^os and the .lava coast, and yet 
wo did not consider that our sighting the 
bark would depend on luck. We were 
heading for Batavia at a voiituro. If wo 
were . n the right track t he bark had L")0 
miles the start of us. Our course wiuild 
be hers. The brig was not only I be fabl- 
er sailer, but llu-ro would boa laxity of 
discipline on board the I'athliiidor, and 
tho crew woukl not push her to do her 
best. Wo R|iread every inch of canvas 
the brig would carry, kept the best men 
at the lieliu and couM do no more. Suii- 
d;iy moiiiiug we sighted tho b.ark dead 
ahead. We were as fairly in her wakens 
if she had our towliue ! She had been 
carrying more sail than wo ligured on, 
but wo liad overhauled her foot by foot. 
She must have sighted us as soon as wo 
did her, but our errand could not bo sur- 
])ected. We had come within throe miles 
of her before tho iiiutiiieers got it into 
their heads that soinelliiiig might be 
wr ng. Then they packed on sail, and 
our gain was only an inch at a time. We 
wore four hours getting up within rille 
shot. We had signaled her, but she gave 
no heed. 

It had been planned just what we 
woiiM do. We had the wealher gauge 
and ran in within hailing distance and 
then ran a parallel course. Ca]itaiii Tom 
showed liiiiiself on t ho rail and ordered 
the mutineers to hoavo to, but they 
cursed and jeered him. He picked up 
tlio heavy riflo and dropped tho man at 
tho wheel dead in li s tracks. A sec lid 
ran to take his place, while the others 
began to rig up b.iri ie.ades. While thus 
engaged the I 'orl iigm^se mate exposed 
liiinsidf anil was nioilally wounded. We 
thought they would give u\) then, but 
they were a desjierate lot. We sheared 
the brig down wit bin pistol shot and 
opened with all our (irearms. The man 
at the whoel was killed and tho others 
driven below, and tho In lin being desert- 
ed the brig shot iiji into the wind and 
broached to.

THE COURT OP REVISION. 

To THE ICditoi'. : — Tho article in thia 
morning's issue of your paper ou tho work 
of the Court, of iieviaion, now in session, on 
the aa-iossment roll of the city, strikes a 
popular chord. Apart from the generally 
recognized depreciation of real estate values 
in this city within the past year, it is mani- 
fiatly unjust to reduce the assessments on 
uroporty of some people who, no doubt, 
h-ive had juat cause to "kick," while that 
of their neighbors, who, perhaps, feel the 
burden equally as much, but who, cither 
from com plaistuce, indifference, overaighr, 
or aome other cause, have not complained, 
uuiat Stan 1 at the aaacssor's figures. All 
taxation luust be i (|ual, accordiug to the 
liiw, otherwiau it ia unjust and diacrimina- 
live, lieciiuae I have not aeen fit, to " kick," 
that ia no reason wiiy I should be assef-sed 
at a higher rate thau my neighbor, whuai- 
land ia contiguous to mine aud of similar 
value. I should think, under all tho cir- 
cumstances, a general reduction of -'> or .'iO 
per cent, on the aasessnr'a valuiilion of all 
the real estate in the city should be made 
by the Court, and by thua eipiiilizing values 
it would create a feeling of relief to more 
than one overburdened

here. The residulion referred to reads : 

"Whereas, tbe Alaska .Jinirnal, a news- 
piper publishid in .Jiiniaii (!ity, in an 
.luci- eiiiilled, ' The D.dton Trial Ended,' 
has siatrd, in rohiiion In ihe late trial of 
-lohii Dillon on an indictment for murder, 
thai ' Ni'ver befoie has ai.y case been so 
v ii;oron-.ly and mereileasly prosecuted, and 
never has the verdiut of a jury given more 
g.neral satiafaci ion. ' 'That the jury wus 
truly a repieaeuiaiivo one, and composed of 
men wdio are uctuattal by the one motive, to 
do justice between the living and the dead.' 
' I'bat the prosecution of the case from the 
first has been charicteri/.^d by a spirit of 
unwonted and angry energy, which can 
only he accounted fur on the ground of per- 
sonal enmity, and that everything was done 
to mtnufaoture a sentiment against tbe de- 
dtfendant.' And, 

"V\ horeas,E*oh and all of said statements 
i^re untrue, und tho facta are that said trial 
and the legal proceedings preceding it wore 
eoudncled In tho most juat und fair man- 
ner ; that the verdict ol tho jury not only 
gavi- general diaautiifuction, and waa in the 
opinion of the coninuiniiy contrary to the 
evidiiice and llie charge of tho judge lo the 
jury, and was arrived at by a jury thor- 
oughly su-'pi-cied of having been tampered 
w ii ll. Now it ia ; 

"Keaolv d, riiat said article ao publialiod, 
be chari'cti ri/.' ll as utteily fidse an I con- 
trai}' 10 the general seiilioient of June-iu's 
law-abiding citizens, and calculated to iiring 
"ur terrifory into disrepute as one where 
jualiee ia not fairly adinini- tered. 

"That wcreprobutc^tlK! publication of such 
sentiments us not iu any degree rillccting 
the feelings of our people, und condemn not 
only the article in (|uestion, but previoua 
iirliclea and coiiiniiiiiicationa in the satno 
paper, \vliich liavc been obvioualy intended 
to create a false sentiment in tho public 
mind regarding the murder, and also in- 
fiuenco iu favor of tho defendant, men who 
might have been or were called to sit ua 
jurors in the c ise.

Pi'rhapa tho lejis 
high .sounding desigiialion "liodgo podge" 
would givetho masses u more ;iccurate idea 
of its caliber than the eminently aristo- 
cratic term "olla podrida" which tlio au- 
thor hns selected. Bat it's a "go," and as 
that is what tho manager was in all prob- 
ability looking for tho lack of "artistic at^ 
mospberewmd sequence will bother him 
very littlu.
